streets of Bonn, they beard the familiar 
notes of the "Sonata In F." Something 
in the musician's touch attracted the 
attention of Beethoven, and he stopped 
end listened. Suddenly the music stop- 
ped, and the despairing words of the 
musician came to them through the 
open window, "Ob, if I could but hear 
eome really good musician play this 
wonderful piece!" and the words ended 
iu a sob 
' 


"Let us Bo in," said Beethoven. 


They entered and found the player a 
joung girl, poor and Wind. Beethoven 
eat down at the old harpsichord and 
played as he had never played before. 
His listeners were spellbound. "Tell 
us," they begged, "who are yon?" For 
answer he played the opening bars in 
the "Sonata In F." "It is Beethoven!" 
they exclaimed in awe and admiration. 


Suddenly the candle flickered and 


went out. Beethoven ceased playing 
and bowed his bead upon bis band. His 
friend threw open the shutters. A flood 
of beautiful moonlight entered the 
room. Its transfiguring light touched 
np the poor old instrument and rested 
npon the noble figure bowed before it. 
The profound silence was broken at last 
by the musician, who said: "Listen! I 
will improvise a sonata to the moon- 
light. '' Then was created this wonder- 
ful sonata, beginning in a sad, tender 
movement, the embodiment in sound of 
the gentle moonlight transfiguring and 
glorifying the dark earth. 


Suddenly the music ceased, and with 


a brief farewell Beethoven hurried 
home to put npon paper this famous 
composition.

H. House, writing on "Bright 


ides of History" in St. Nicholas, tells 
:ii >tory of ancient extravagance: 
"The pearl which Cleopatra drank 
Antony's health was valued at nearly 


400,000, BO at one mouthful she dis- 
posed of as ranch as the cost of Call- 
jnla's supper. I suppose that was the 
most valuable pearl we have any knowl- 
edge of. Though Julius Cam owned 
one worth $360,000, which be gave to 
he mother of Brutus—the same Brutal 
who afterward helped to kill Cesar. 
Pearls seem to have held out partion- 
ar temptations to people who took 
ileasnre in wasteful follies, perhaps be- 
lanse no other Jewel could be so easily 
swallowed. 


"Cleopatra's prank was not the first 


of ita kind. The same absurdity bad 
been committed by a silly fellow in 
Some named JSsop—not yonr favorite i 
fable teller, for he lived centuries 
earlier, and was a very wise man. The 
Roman .fflsop was the son of a rich act- 
or, and, just to make himself talked 
about, be took a pearl from the eardrop 
of Cecilia, the wife of the tyrant Sylla, 
and, according to writers of that age, 
drank it in vinegar. I believe that the 
possibility of dissolving this kind of 
gem is disputed by many modem au- 
thorities, bat the ancients appear to 
have had no doubt on the subject, for 
the instances recorded by them were 
numerous and were attested by men of 
scientific standing. A Japanese natural- 
ist, who has studied pearls minutely, 
states that he baa fonnd them of such 
various quality and structure that the 
existence of specimens which might be 
melted does not seem to him inconceiv- 
able. But whether .Xsop liquefied his 
pearl or not the performance certainly 
cost him a sum equivalent to $40,000^- 
quite enough, though nothing in com- 
parison with what Cleopatra squander- 
ed. Hers was the wildest piece of ex- 
travagance that I can recall 


"It was the fashion to be extravagant 


then. Maty Antony was not far behind 
the Egpytian queen in that respect, 
though his fancy was not for beverages 
flavored by trinkets. Substantial food 
was more in his line. A visitor who 
once went into the kitchen of his palace 
in Alexandria saw eight wild boars 
roasting at the same time and thought 
there must be an immense number of 
guests expected, but the cook told him 
only 12 persons would dine that day, 
and the reason of the extensive prepara- 
tions was that no cae could say exactly 
when Antony would go to the table. 
But whenever he gave the signal the 
meat must be just in proper condition 
at'that moment. So it was tLe rule to 
get ready a series of dinners, overlap- 
ping one another, yon might say, at in- 
tervals of 15 or 30 minutes. Only one 
could *e eatw, and the rest were wasted, 
but the waste did not matter. Antony 
was never kept waiting, and that, in 
bis opinion, was the thing to be oonaid- 
eied,"

to such an extent, that its repeal is 
only desirable to tbose who eitbei do 
not understand its proviaioa?, or who 
would agam open the doors to whole- 
sjle bribery and unrestricted cor- 
ruption. 


If the law is to be changed at all, it 


should be so ns to luclude candidates 
for United States Seimtor in its pro- 
visions. It is unfortunate that such an 
omission should have occurred in the 
first place, us it has been clearly proven 
by the events of the last campaign. If 
some member would have such an 
amendment carefully prepared 
by 


competent members of the legal pro- 
fession, and secure its adoption, he 
would place as strong a 
safeguard

Assemblyman Paul of White Pine 


baa introduced a bill for the regulation 
of fares and freights on all standard 
gauge railroads passing through the 
State, fixing passenger rates at 2}£ 
cants per mile for adults and 1# cents j 
per mile for children between tbej 
ages of 10 and 14 years. It fixes the 
freight rate at 4 cents per ton. 


Mr. Wallace pretends to ridicule the 


measure on the ground that it is in 
conflict with the interstate commerce 
law. This has always been tbe scare- 
crow used by the Southern Pacific 
when a Nevada legislature has mani- 
fested a disposition to regulate fares 
and freifebts within oar borders. 


The JOUBNAL is of tbe opinion, if the 


memberb will consult competent legal 
authority, other than Mr. Wallace, 
they will ascertain tbat Nevada has tbe 
same right to legislate npon tbie mat- 
ter as other States which have done BO 
and whose acts have been sustained by 
tbe highest oourta in tbe country. The 
Interstate commerce law regulates 
fares and freights from points to points 
in different States, bat it does not in- 
terfere with State legislatures fixing 
local rates between points both of 
which are within their own boundaries. 
The title of the law itself is proof of 
this, for otherwise it would not be an 
" inter-State" Uw. Local fares and 
freights are regulated by the legisla- 
ture in every State through which a 
transcontinental or 
interstate road 


pisses, with the exception of Nevada, 
wbicb, being politically a pait of the 
Southern P«ciOc system, has not yet 
come under the general role. 


Passenger fare rates in Nevada are 


higher than in any other State in the 
UuioD, and flfty per ctot in excess of 
must of them. XHflfe ia no reason for 
this, except that onr legislatures have 
been under the control of the political 
agent of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. Probably the present one is no 
exception, but we trust at least that no 
sincere and honest representative of 
the people will be deluded from the 
performance of his duty by such a 
shallow device as a pretended legal 
obstruction in the shape of tbe inter- 
state commerce law.
